{1.48 a pound. They cost per pound only 
about one quarter what Sumatra costs and 
consequently there is a profit in using 
such wrappers in preference to Sumatra 
wrappers when obtainable. Tbe "burn" 
ii pooi and what li recognized as the 
Havana aroma 11 lacking; nevertheless 
cigars made wholly of Romedioi are just 
ai truly clear-Havana cigars ai cigars 
made wholly of the best Vuelta Abajo 
stock. 


The sign "A Clear Havana Olaar, o 


cents," is often seen in front of a cigar 
•tore, and the announcement is seldom 
believed. There Is no good reason, how- 
ever, why tbe announcement should Dot 
be true; for, with factory vegas—lots of 
tobacco of one variety which have about 
the right proportions of filler and wrapper 
to work np into cigari without waste—a 
good profit can be made on clear Havana 
cigars to retail at a nickel. Butt Sucn 
cigars are not as good ai many cigari 
mode wholly of domeitic tobacco. 
They 


are. similar to cigari made in Oubo and 
which are altogether too poor to export. £ 


It is singular, in the retail trade, even 


among men who have been in the business 
for years, bow little ls known about the 
different kinds of Havana tobacco. There 
ere good and bad men In Philadelphia. 
There are good and bad tobaccos in 
Havana. That a man ii a Pfallndelphian 
U no proof that he la a saint.. That 
tobacco li from Havana-Is no proof thnt it 
is fit for all ports of a cigar. Most deal' 
ers who aeek to be well posted in regard 
to their business know that- clear Havana 
cigars can be retailed at five cents at a 
fair profit; bnt tbe use of domeitic fillers 
witb Havana wrappers ban been only re- 
cently begun and the fact Is not widely 
known oven In the trade.

Providing for the granting of an annual license 
to the Colonial Theatre; imposing an annnal 
license fee therefor; using the time of the pi 
mentj&ereof and regulating the manner «t 
suing soch license, the form of tbe llcenseso to 
be issued: providing lor the closing of the said 
theatre In case the license fee Is not paid annu- 
ally; providing for the payment by the owner 
or owners of said theatre ot all costs, counsel 
fees and expenses Incident to the passage of 
this Ordinance, and repea ing conflicting ordi- 
nances. 
Beit ordained and enacted by the Burgess 


and Council of the Borough of Bristol, and it is 
hereby ordained and enacted by authority of the 
sane. 
.Section 1—That an annual license be granted 
unto the "Colonial Theatre'', formerly known as 
the "Bristol Auditorium", lor the purpose of 
giving theatre or dramatic performances, en- 
tertainments, concerts, lectures, or any form of 
entertainment, provided however, that all such 
theatte or dramatic performances, entertain- 
ments, concerts, lectures, or any other form of 
ejitertalnment be not immoral m character or 
tendancy. 
Uectlon 2—That the lee for the license so to be 


issued shall be Fifty dollars per vear, payable in 
advance on or before the first d*y of October In 
each and every year hereafter 
flection 9—Before an; siicb license shall be 
granted or issued the owner or owners, lessee, 
manager or agent of suid Colonial Theatre shall 
pay t, tbe Borough Treasurer, on or before tbe 
first day of October, A. D. 1904, and annually 
thereafter, tbe said license fee of fifty dollars In 
advance, and upon such payment being made 
the Borough Treasurer shall certify said pay- 
ment to the Clerk of Council who shall thereupon 
Issue such license for the ensuing year 
Section 4—That all sue h licenses shaH-be leaned 
In the name of tie Burgess and Council of the 
Borough of Bristol, and shall be signed by the 
President of Council, attested by the Clerk of 
Council and have the Borough seal thereto affix- 
ed, and shalt be countersigned bv the Burgess, 
and shall at all times be kept posted In some con- 
sp'cuous place within said theatre.
